They com- 
pose atl the troops of Price’s army that 
have returned to the place from where 
the Missonrt expedition originally set 
out. Desertions are very frequent from 
their demoralized forces. 


The Memphis Bulletin says, the stea- 
mers Chipewa and Annie Jacobs, two of 
tie fleet which went np the Arkansa:
